Conway's report of his declaration with 
regard to tho exodus, tlie impression would 
be created that bo (tbo President) favored 
tho exodus and would extend tho govern- 
ment oul in furtherftiice of it.

tho President was in substance that nothing 
whatever transpire'd in his interview with 
Conway which could bear such a construc- 
tion.
